REGARD0G ROYALTY. 

Queen Victoria's Health Excellent— Income of 
Unko Albert of Uohurg. 

London, ,Jan. 8 — The Queen is in tho 
best of health ; cold weather aUvays bene- 
fits Her Mil jeaty In every respect. Oaborno 
ia ratlier too relaxing for her when it it 
mild. I'he Quuen has been out in the 
grounds nearly every morning in her don- 
key chair, aud has taken a drive in the park 
or in the neighborhood every afternoon. The 
revenue of DuUo Alfred from tho double 
ducliy of Saxo-Coburg-Gotha will bo about 
£30,000 a year at leaat. There is no civil 
list in tho duchy, His Royal Highness' in- 
coino being derived simply from surpluses 
yielded by tho domain exchequer, aa it ia 
called. Hitherto this has been about £5,- 
OCO for Ooburg and £25,000 for Gotha. But 
as tho Uuko has to roaide alternately in his 
two capitals, tho expensea arising from this 
dual court are very tionsidorable. With his 
British allowance of jClO.OOO H.R H. will 
thus enjoy an -income of about £40,000 a 
year. ./..'.•-'■■i 



MoNTRKAL, Jan. 9. — (Special)— Sandford 
Fleming, C.M,G., will sail for Canada by 
the Cunard steamer Etrurla on Saturday 
He and Sir Charles Tupper hope to meet 
Lord llipon. Secretary of State for the Col- 
onies, who has been ill. Mr. Fleming says 
ho bus drawn up a strong memorandum in 
reference to his Pacific cable scheme for the 
Imperial Government, showing prastioally 
the unanimous support which the cable 
has , received in Australia, where 
it is expected tho Imperial Govern- 
ment will do everything in its power 
to encourage the project. The .itrougest 
kind of pressure, however, ia being brought; 
to bear against the Pacific cable in the picas 
and with tho Government, by Sir John 
Pender and the Eiatern telegraph monopoly. 
The oolonica will probably have to carry the 
coat of tho achemo themselves, and Mr. 
Fleming aays it ia quite feaaible for them 
to do so. It is hoped that the 
Canadian-Australian conterenco at Ot- 
tawa in June will awaken the Im- 
perial Government to the keen Colo- 
nial ohagtin aroused by Imperial apathy 

Halifa.y, Jan. 9.— (Special. )— The busi- 
ness men of Eastern Canada are awakening 
to the great necessity for tho extension of 
the Halifax and Bermuda oablo to Jamaica 
and the other West India coloniea. The 
Imperial naval and military olliuers on tho 
North American station fully realize the 
absolute want of the cable for Imperial pur- 
poses. Though adverse to express- 
ing their opinions for publication 
they do not hesitate to privately express 
their uma/.ement that the Imperial Govern- 
ment should be so blind to Imperial inter- 
eats aa to still continue to neglect to secure 
direct cable connections with their West 
India colonies. A couple of years ago the 
war authorities woke up to the importance 
of the islands and approved of an elaborate 
aoheme for their defence, but strangely ap- 
peared to forget the fact of first importance, 
viz., that Bermuda was dependent upon tho 
whims and fanoiee of two foreign nations, 
the United States and Spain for cable oom- 
munication with their important outlying 
colonies. 

It is exasperating and humiliating to the 
Imperial ofiicers hero to know that every 
message to, the Imperial officers in the West 
Indies goes from London through New 
York, Key West and Cuba, inatead of 
through Halifax and Bermuda ; but it ia 
not for Imperial purposes, however, that tho 
business men of Canada demand the exten- 
sion. .It ia for purely commercial purposes. 
Interviews with A. G. Jones & Co., Mua- 
grove it Co. , Pickford & Black, J. A. Chap- 
man & Co., and others who do a large busi- 
ness with Jamaica, show that tho extension 
to Jamaica and the other islands ia abso- 
lutely essential to the development 
of Canadian trade. Four steamers 
a month, are now running from Halifax to 
these islands boats carrying direct the large 
trade that formerly went from Canada via 
NcA). Vork, and are also developing many 
new lines of business, but exports are great- 
ly handicapped by the inetficicnt service and 
tho exhorbitant rates, viz , $1.45 a word 
charged by the American and Spanish com- 
panies. 

Canada long monopolized the fish trade of 
the Weat Indies, but met with serious com- 
petition from the American direct steamers, 
aided by daily cable quotations. To enable 
Canada to hold this trade tho Dominion 
Governmint p^ya ,S")0,000 a year aab'jidiea 
to direct steamers. At the present time 
the West Indies coiisumea nearly 
four million dollars worth of Hour 
stuils and other products of the 
United States to the value of ii;!5,000,000 
per annum. This could nearly all bo sup- 
plied Ijy Canada but New York baa the 
tremendous advantage of having the daily 
quotationa of its market published trough- 
out the West Indiea while not a single Can- 
adian market ia (|Uotpd, With the exten- 
aion of tho c«iblo, tho Weat Indies would get 
its news from Canada, and would therefore 
be still more drawn to this country by be^ 
ing brought into daily oommunioation.

BRITISH NAVY". 

Some of the Departures the Oovernment Pro- 
pose to Make. 

PiA'MOUTii, Jan. 9. — The Admiralty have 
resolved on building four first-class battio 
ships of similar design to tho Magnificent 
and Majestic at a coat of £1,000,000 eaoh. 
The armament of the new vessels will in- 
clude four twelve-inch breech-loaders of 
new type, twelve aix-inoh quick firing guns 
and several smaller guna, including twelve 
Hotchkiaa and several Aluxims. The new 
ahips will bo provided with extra coal 
capacity, which will enable them to remain 
at sea longer than any battleship 
previously built. A new type of gunboat, 
similar to tho Torch and Alert, will be in- 
troduced by tho Admiralty, and probably 
four will be built at a cost of £80,000 each. 
They v/ill be desigoatad aa station gunboats 
and will carry a fine modern armament, 
but will not be of great speed. Tho new 
navy estimates will also provide that work 
on the construction of the cruiscrd Power- 
ful and Terrible shall be proceeded with at 
once. The Terrible will be tho largest, 
swiftest and most powerful cruiser in exist- 
ence. The estiniatea also provide for a doz- 
en torpedo deatroyers, making an addition 
to the navy of thirty-two.

FIGHTING BRAZILIANS. 



Pernambuco Likely to Declare for the 
Insurgents -Important Battle- 
Government Troops Beaten. 



Revolution Spreading: in the North- 
British Residents in Favor 
of Insurgents. 



LoNDO.N, Jan. 9. — A dispatch dated at 
Rio do Janeiro yesterday, says it was then 
reported that Admiral Mello had left St. 
Catarina to co operate with General Saraiva 
in Rio Grande do Sul. Together they are 
said to intend attacking the Government 
forces in tho province of Parana and at 
Santos. Adihiral da Gama holds a position 
in the bay. There has been no opposition 
during the last few days, The Government 
will not attempt any decisive action at 
sen, the correspondent thinks, until after 
tho arrival of the warships from New Vork 
and the torpedo boats from Germany. Tho 
torpedo boats are expected to join Admiral 
Duartes fleet at Pernambuco. The Govern- 
ment says that the insurgents lack ammunit- 
ion and provisions, and are losing ground 
and spirit. Business, saya the dispatch, is 
virtually at a standstill. 

The Lisbon correspondent of the United 
Press forwards the following mail advices 
from Brazil by tho steamship Clyde: Rio 
Janeiro, Dec. 26, '93. — An important battle 
has been fought in the State of Sao Paulo, 
in which the Government troops under 
General Argillo were defeated by the in- 
surgents. There were 10,000 troopa engaged 
in the battle. Five hundred of the Govern- 
ment forcea were killed ond the reat 
were taken priaonora. Among tho captured 
are Generala Silva and TcUaa. On Decem- 
ber 22 an unauccesaful attack waa made on 
Ilha Grande. The only means of communi- 
cation with Rio ia by naval escort, firing 
between the respective forces going on all 
the time, Santos hut> been blockaded since 
the beginning ofjDccember by|lho Republica 
and other war ships, Tho troops under the 
Insurgent General Sarava are eight or ton 
daya' march from Sao Palo, making a move- 
ment to the weat to fetch horses and forage. 

Pernamisitco, Dec. 21. — The warship Par- 
nahyba left Pernambuco on December 2S. 
It is Raid aho waa bound for the convict isl- 
and, Fernando Noronha, to complete her 
crew from among tho convicts. It ia also 
said that Admiral Mello, with the Acjuido- 
ban, has gons to the aame island to release 
tho convicts, 

Li;;nos», Jan. 9. — An American merchant 
and officer who were passengers on the 
steamship Clyde from' Brazil said that the 
Government warships Nictheroy and Amer- 
ica were at Pernambuco on December 31, 
The torpedo boats Teiaoen, Javali and.De- 
stroyer were being towed to Pernambuco 
and were expected to arrive about January 
10. The U. S. cruiser San Franoiaco 
entered the harbor of Pernambuco on De- 
cember 31. Tho British and French resi- 
dents of Pernambuco favored the insurgents, 
tho Americana are on the side of I'cixoto 
and the Germans remain neutral. 

St. V^inci;nt, W.L, Jan. S — A dispatch 
from the Anaociuted I'resa correapondent at 
Pernambuco, dated December 27, saya that 
after a moat careful, non-partiaan inveatiga- 
tion he haa been forced to the concluaion 
that the feeling in favor of tho revolution ia 
conatanlly spreading in the north, aud that 
the preaenoe of Government soldiers would 
not be enough to restrain it but for the 
presence of tho cruiaers Niehtoroy and 
America. If they should depart, ri-btdlion 
would break out aa in the south. Kven the 
Gevorunient troopa aympathizo with tho 
rebellion, and would not be very aovero with 
tho rebcia :;; r ".30 of an uprieing. Tho reliel- 
lion ?-!oIinij in 'he north ia aolely against 
Peixoto'a military dictatorship, and not in 
favor of the monarchy, aa tho people unani- 
mously favor republican government. 

It ia atatcd hero that tho Nictheroy and 
consort have been instructed not to engage 
the Aquidaban and Republica oven should 
those vosaels arrive off this port. It is aaid 
should the rebel admiral be signaled the 
Government vessels will put to sea and 
trust to their superior speed to escape being 
shelled by the rebel cruisers. Should this 
be tho cage a revolution in Pernambuco, 
which will declare itaelf in favor of Admiral 
Mello, may be<expeoted as soon as the 
Government warships are out of sight of 
laud. In faot it ia reported that steps have 
already been taken looking to a popular up- 
rising in favor of tho insurgents, and the in- 
aurgenta are only awaiting tho signal to de- 
clare thnmaolves against Peixoto and openly 
furnish the insurgcnla tho aaeiatanco which 
they previoualy liavo been extending in 
secret to tho udberunta of Mello Should 
P.irnamliuco revolt, it ia added, it is proba- 
ble that other cities and states in the 
northern part of Brazil will follow its 
example,

Jllliler Weather In Eniclana. 
London, Jan. 0.— It has been thawing 
throughout the South of England. In Lon- 
don ut midnight, tho thermometer regia- 
iered 38 degreea above zero. There are 
reports of three deaths ciusod by tho 
storms and cold weather. It ia estimated 
that in (Jrcat Britain no fewer than one 
hundred persons were frozen to death or 
killed in accidents due to the cold in the 
last three days, 

French Naval Aamnetttntlo n. 
Paris, Jan. 9. — The contemplated in- 

ereiJSe of the French navy ia far from meet- 
ing with uiujualiliej appiuuiiiiuu. Men in 
the beet poaition for forming accurate judg- 
menta are of the opinion that; tho country 
cannot afford to apend ao much money on 
naifal armament, when, if war comea, it 
muat ataud or fall by tho army, and by the 
army alone. It, will bo a long time before 
French taxpayera forget how little their 
navy did for them in tho laat great war. Ita 
aervices were insignificant and its cost com- 
paratively unimportant. The navy estimate 
for 1893 amounted to 220,000,000 francs. 

ICrlllhli Cabinet Council. 

London, Jan. 9. — A cabinet council waa 
held to day to orrange for tho oloaing of the 
parliamentary aesaion. It was decided to 
present the Queen on Thursday with the 
documents neceaaary for tho closing of the 
acaaion. An important dispatch from South 
Africa concerning tho Matabelo maaaacrea 
and from Freet,own, Sierra Leone, regarding 
the confliob between French and British 
troops near Warina, waa also considered. 

Cnprlvl on Itl-iuctnlli.sm. 
Berlin, Jan. 9. — In reply to resolutions 
of a conaervative aasoeiation in favor of bi» 
metalliam. Chancellor Capriv! acknowledged 

that recent oventa in India and the United 
States have increased the importance of the 
question, but said : " I am atill of the opin- 
ion that the methods proposed hitherto for 
the restoration of silver have been proved 
impracticable, and I have good grounds for 
believing renewed attempta set on foot for 
common deliberations between foreign gov- 
ernments on this subject would at present 
be unsuccessful, I am inclined, therefore, 
in addition to the official enquiry already 
proceeding, to hearpropoaala of exporta and 
theoriats in various professions and tradea 
for raising the aunken value of ailver, and 
neceasary atepa have already been taken to 
bring about thia hearing." 

SIv Nov Curdlnals. 
Rome, Jan. 9. — Preparationa for a con- 
aistory which will probably meet at the 
beginning of March are already prcoeeding. 
It is now stated that it will provide for six 
new cardinals, namely : Jacobini, papal 
nuncio at Liabon ; Norolia, secretary of tho 
consiatorial congregation ; Satolli, papal 
delegate to the United States ; Fauati, papal 
auditor ; Saluti, secretary of the congrega- 
tional council, and Father Stemhueber, 
Jesuite. 

Kassla aud ArKhanlstan. 
London, Jan. 9.— Sir Mortimer Dorand 
and Major Fyne, who have been conSdential 

advisers to tho Ameer of Afghanistan for 
nine years, have returned to London. Both 
aaid there ia nothing to fear in Afghanistan 
from lluaaiun intrigues, as the Ameer do- 
aires the tricndahip of Great Britain. Major 
I'yne dcacribea the journey of the Ruaaian 
Geueral Vanroviky across a portion of 
Afghan while Sir Mortimer was en route to 
Cabul as a "mere bluff," with a view to 
thwarting the British mission; and, finding 
it impossible, the Russians retired disgusted.

Ottawa, Jan. 9 — An important judg- 
ment afTeoting tho Canadian patent law was 
dolivored by Judge Burbridgo to-day. It 
was in the case of the Queen v. Laforoe. 
The latter grantet^ letters patent for im- 
provements in a pneumatic tiro for bicycles. 
Thomaa B. Jeffrey, whose patent in Canada 
dated two months later than Laforco'a, but 
who had it patented in tho U. S. prior to 
Laforce,! claimed that Latorce'a patent 
should be set aside as he, Jeffrey, was the 
inventor. Justice Burbridgo gave judgment 
with coats in favor of Laforce, deciding that 
a foreign patent of which tho public had no 
knowledge could not annul a patent granted 
in Canada although the invention was cf an 
older date. The nooond point in tho judg- 
ment waa that patents were open to illua- 
tration and explanation, but not for enlarg- 
ment. 

The Art Gallery is crowded daily by vis- 
itors anxioua to ace tho models of tho pro- 
poeod Macdonald statue.

There was a largo 
audience. Tbe girla did remarkably well 
performing their parts creditably tbrougb- 
out.

Pakis, Jani B.— Senatorial elections were 
held on Sunday in 180 districts. Returns 
up to midnight show the election of seventy- 
eight Republicans, nine radicals, two " Ral- 
lied," and Cvo Conservatives. The first 
news from tho elections was that M. Floquot, 
ex-premier and ex-president of the cham- 
ber, had boon chosen for a district of Paris. 
Tho voting was done at the Hotel do Ville. 
When the announcement of Floquot's 
election was made there were deafening 
shouts of "Long live Floquetf" "Long 
live the Republio 1 " mingled with cries 
of "Down with tho Panama thieves I" and 

Down with the bribed politicians !" Tho 
delegates from St. Donis ahouted " Long 
livo tlio Commune !" The following of 
Flcquet replied, " Long livo the Republic !" 
Eauli ahouted itself hoarse at the other. 
Serious trouble was threatened several 
times owing to the vehemence of the anar- 
chiata and Socialista in denouncing the Re- 
publican delegation. Tho revolutionists 
stood on tho aeata and geaticulated furioualy 
aud lot out a volloy of expletives and stock 
of phrases, about the misery of the working- 
men and tliu infamy of tho bourgeoiao. 
Ultimately tho uahora intervened and per- 
auaded tho excited disputants to Icavo tho 
hall. Among tho crowds awaiting outside 
tho liotol do Ville, Flo<juBt had no such ar- 
dent defenders as ho found within. 

When the result of the election was called 
to those waiting before tho entrance, uU tho 
cries started by the revolutionists in the 
hall were repeated. As Floquot proceeded 
from the Hotel Dovillo to a cafe opposite he 
waa hooted and hissed. In tho oato ho 
found a p»/ty of friends who had gathered 
thero to congratulate him. Tho department 
of Aiaue elected the outgoing senators with 
tho exception of M. Waddiogton, ex-ambas- 
sadijr to Kngland, who was defeated by or- 
Deputy Macherey. In the depart- 
ment of tho Seine, which ia virtu- 
ally tho city of Paris, 097 electors 
in tho district represented by M. Goblet 
voted for Floquot, who is elected ; ;i7."{ for 
Muzet, Republican ; 176 for Longuet, Revo- 
lutionary Socialiat ; 9S for Chriatophe, Re- 
visionist 5 34 for Bailly ; one each for Mogia, 
Cyvoet and Vorboa, ond 1.'! voted blank. 
The Soir newspaper says that M, Floquot's 
triumph repairs, if it does not efface his 
defeat in tbe last general election of depu- 
ties. The defeat of tho Goblet candidate, 
Longuet, is regarded by the Soir as a protest 
against the oonoiltatory attitude of M-. Gob- 
let and hia followers toward Socialism.

"LONG LIVE SOCIALISM!" 

Demonstration of Worklngmen In Eome— So- 
cialist Manifestoes In Sicily. 

Rome, Jan. 9. — crowd of workingmen 
aesembled on Sunday night In the Trana- 
vero quarter and marched to the center of 
Rome, bearing two red fliigs and shouting 
"Long livo aooialisni!" "Long live tho Sicil- 
ian martyrs!" Police wore on guard at tho 
passage of tho Garibaldi bridge, and ordered 
the crown to diaperse, but tho latter opened 
tire upon tho police with revolvera, and dur- 
ing tho riot which followed a policeman 
was stabbed with a dagger. Finally 
tho police succeeded in dispersing tho 
crowd and in capturing tho two red 
flaga and two anarohiata. Haudbilla were 
tho previous evening thrown about from the 
galleries of the theatre, inscribed: '-Down 
with the people's swoatora and taxes, " 
"Long live tho Sicilian niirtyra. " Several 
ansrchista who threw tho liandbilla were ar- 
rested. A mob attacked aud disarmed a 
corporal refusing to join in aeditioua criea, 
and afterwards brutally beat with cudgels 
sorcio gcndiirmei". A sharp conflict followed 
between the police and riotera, ending in 
diaporaal of the mob. Four arreata were 
made. Two gondarniea were injured. 

A manifesto signed by several Socialiat 
deputies has been circulated in Modena. It 
aays the deputies are going to Sicily to force 
tho Government to take proper and benefi- 
cent measures to restore peace. The Soaial- 
iat deputies call on tho people to organize 
popular meetings througbout Italy !n order 
to " protest ag'JLinst the designed Ytolence of 
tho flovomment and obeck the vain resist- 
ance of our oppressed brothers," and exhort 
them to harbor their strength for future 
needs. A ditpatoh from Palermo saya Gen. 
Lavriano, military commander there, haa 
iaaued a proclamation to Sicilians, declaring 
his earneat desire to reassure the peaceful 
portion of the population, aud intimating 
that ho if. preparing to strike a speedy and 
decisive blow at tho agitators. Tho general 
appeals for the aid of uU good citizens in 
auppressing disturbances. 

A larcce Bond Halo. 
New York, Jan. 7. — R. T. Wilson has 
confirmed the Tahltquah-Chcrokee bond 

dispatch, saying hia firm had bought the 
obligatioua of the Governiuent for the 
amount stated, it being four-tiftha of the 
■amount to be paid to the CheroUeo nation 
Tho original amount of purchase money 
was S8,.'J00,000, payable in livo annual 
installments. According to tho authority 
of Congresa hia firm purchased four of the 
largest inatallnients, tho first not being 
Bold, but held subjeot to the adjustment of 
dillicultiea between the United Statoa and 
tho Chorokees. As soon as tho obligations 
of the United States were issued R. T. 
Wilson & Co. could take them and pay to 
tbe United States a sum of $6,640,000, 
which would be held by the former to 
meet the indebtedness as it fell due.

Description of the'£aUdinsr-AlI Tbat 
Is Beqaired for Convenience 
and Comfort 



The new drill ball, for which the local 

tnilitiik have waited 8o long and ao patiently, 
will bo formally opeued to-morrow even- 
ing, when the headquarter companies of 
the British Colnmbia Battalion of Garrison 
Artillery, who met last night for the last time 
at the temporary armory in the market|bnild- 
ing, will parade to take posseasion of 
their handsome now qimrteTa. The greateat 
satisfaction in expressed L'y idl who liavo 
visited the hall at the prospect before the 
citizen soldiers, who feel a new in 
spiration and have formed high ex' 
peotations of the result ot this 
new and satisfaotory state of affairs. Xhe 
oontractora for the flooring and fixtures have 
admirably carried out their oontracla. The 
floor is remarkably solid and even, and 
drilling upon it will bo a ploaauro, while 
tho fine proportions of the hull provide 
room for tho exeroiao of all tho companies 
at onoo without oopllict. Running tho full 
length of tho l)iiililing, at each aide, are 
spacioua galleries where tho interested pub- 
Jii; can on speoiul occaaiona havv a good view 
of tho military operationa below without 
themeolvea being tho leaat in tho way. 

Tho arnioriea all open oir the grouud floor, 
and are aituated at the north aide of the 
hall. Entering from Menzies street, tho 
first room is found to bo tho commanding 
oOioer's, where he will transact tho olBcial 
businesB connected with the regiment, and 
which haa been nicely carpeted and fur- 
niahed in appropriato stylo. Tho next is 
the orderly room or olBco of the adjutant 
and tho etafT sergeant who acta aa his clerk, 
and being tho common meeting place of the 
company commanders in connection with 
the busiaess of the parades is neatly but 
plainly furnished as required for office pur- 
poses. Then there is a good sized apart- 
ment for the quartermaster's stores, fixed 
up so as to secure the greatest amount of 
convenience and the preservation of the 
stores from dust and other deteriorating in- 
fluences. 

Six rooms next in order are to be the 
armories, one for each half-oompany of the 
three headquarter companies. These are 
intended only for tho storage of the arms 

and equipments, and not for assembly pur- 
poses, and therefore are limited in their 
space but provide tho necessary accommoda- 
tion for all who are likely to be in at one 
time. Commodious boxes two rowa high on 
two sidee, are for the storage of belts, side 
arms and other artiolea of equipment, and 
are supplied with the necessary pins. There 
being 52 of these boxes in each armory they 
will be so allotted that every man 
will have one and there will be 
a few left for general company 
purposes. The stand for arms is in the cen- 
tre of the room and is fitted to hold more 
than the full complement of rifles. After 
the armories, there is a largo room for the 
storage of tho big guns of tho battalion. 
Above tho rooms just mentioned and open- 
ing off tho north gallery are tho apartments 
to be used for social purposes, and these are 
being very handsomely and comfortably fit- 
ted up, of course at the individual expense 
of those who ore to have tho use of the;n. 
First of all ia the ofTicers' quarters, which 
will be as stylish aa the most fastidi- 
ouo could desire, being richly carpeted 
well equipped with furniture and tastily 
hung with pictures. Kext will como the 
sergeant's mess, which also is to be fixed up 
in approved modern fashion, and compared 
even with the oiEcers' room will leave little 
to be desired. Next in order ia the general 
room for the men of the whole three com- 
panies, whiob is to be furnished in plainer 
style, but well supplied with tables and 
chairs, bookcases uia other facilities for use as 
areadbt;room,a place forindalgingingames 
and pastimes of varions sorts, and otberwiie 
for comfortably putting in ft spare evening. 
The band practice room occupies the re- 
maining space upstairs. OS the south aide 
of the hall there are no apartments aave a 
couple of small storage places. The gallery 
here is intended to be used for Morris tube- 
firing pmetioe, and an aloovo aflords perfect 
shelter for the marker. 

Tho Bociiil fustivitita usually associated 
with volunteer soldiering will, it ia ex- 
pected, rpceivo great attention as soon aa 
the companies take possession of their new 
quarters, and the demand for admission to 
the companies is expected to inorease cor- 
respondingly. 



THE AUT0CE4T OIT VICTORIA. 

To TUB Ediiob!— In criticising tho nc 
tione ot a public official it is but fair to give 
him cr.vlib for bis good qualities while ei:- 
posing hi] failings. Tneie ianone will deny 
that Miiyor Beaven has many good quali- 
ties, whiLii ho exercised aa Mayor ol this 
city, 'ihero ia no cloubi that every dollar 
of rovenuo and experuiiture ia accounted 
for in a clear, pluio ttut itiDcn t wliich almoat 
anyone of ooniriion perception can under- 
stand. Tfo is c.vrtful that every city oiliciul 
shall perform hia duties. Tho city by-hiws 
which are geuorally credited to him«elf, of 
which there has been un extruordiuary 
number, would bother tlic fatuous D.m O'- 
Connell to drive hib couch and four through. 
Ho ia u man of iniwicnao contidencc in hia 
own ability and if ho had been gifted with 
greater magnctiam might have nucceeded 
where he hua failed aa a politician. Ho 
haa been culled tho one-man council by 
several of tho aldermen, but ho strenu- 
ously denies this. It ia, however, a 
well known fact to tho membera 
of the Local Ltgislature that if 
ho had succeeded in getting 
through uU the amc-iiilineuls ho wanted to 
tliat already tangled mass of incnmprc.henai- 
ble amondmonls — tho Municipivlily Act — 
there would be no noocasity for nine alder- 
men to simply not aa figure heads to carry 
out his orders, as he would have been in a 
position to attend to all that himself, and it 
would please him much better. 

So far as the Council ia oonoemed, he has 
retained for himself and exercised to the 
utmost limit all the power that he oonid 
EciueezQ oil t of tho Municipality Act— going 
even beyond it in the matter of Calling 
special meetings without stating the busi- 
ness to bo conaidercd. In appointing com- 
mittees ho departed from tho well known 
ond just couiHO pursued by hia prodecesaora 
in the civic chair, which waa to appoint one 
aldernmn from each waril on every commit- 
tee, ao that tho whole city bud proper repro- 
aentation. iJut Mayor Heaven igncrod 
Buch a just and fair arrunger.ient, 
and appointed hia own particular sup- 
porters un tho important oommittoea 
without any regard to the claims of tho 
difrerent wurda. In fact, hia liking for 
committeea generally had been, almoat as 
he expressed it at tho mooting at Spring 
Bidge, that he liked a committee of two 



better than three, and those who know him 
best know full well that a committee of one 
—that ono being himself — would suit htm 
still better. Aa far aa tho aldermen who op- 
nosed him he ignored them aa far as pnsel- 
blo, and showed hia vindictiveneaa toward 
them in an uuniiatakoiblo manner. 

In. tho case of tho Morth V.'ard, Alderman 
Baker, when ro-elooted by tho voters, was 
not placed biok on any committee simply 
because he had opposed tho Mayor. Alder- 
man Robertson, having had an experience 
of three years in the council, should have at 
least been put on the committeea that Alder- 
man MiUor had bcou on, hut for aoveral 
weeks after being elected ho wus not put on 
any committee, and then he was 
put on three of the least important 
of them. Bub then, Alderman 
Robertson was nota supporter of the Mayor, 
The Council passed a resolution tbat alder- 
men from the North ward be placed on the 
Sewerage, Streets, Fairk and Light commit- 
tees, but Mayor Beaven took no notice of 
the resolution until he found tbat there waa 
to bo a meeting of the ratepayers of North 
ward, . He , then: got a move on in. a hurry, 
and Alderman Bragg received notice two or 
three hours before the meeting took place 
that he had been put on the Streets and 
Light committees, but he wasn't put on tho 
Sewerage, 

Now Alderman Bragg was on a full com- 
plement of corijmilteea before, ond had al! 
that kind of woik he could attend to. But, 
as Alderman Bragg puts it, this was one of 
tho Mayor's "peculiar twiata " in showing 
his vindictiveness ; and showed that be had 
nut forgotten hia old vicious habit, like the 
kicking, biting mule, ho would punish tlio 
ward and tho aldermen that oppos- 
ed him aa he used to punish the 
conatitucnciog that sent representatives 
that opposed the goveruiiienf, of which he 
was a member. He, however, forgot for a 
time that tho North ward was a very iin- 
portantpartof hiaown oonetituencyand when 
ho became aware of his blunder he got in a 
hurry to mako amends, and the North ward 
during the last few wceka waa well looked 
after, ao much so that aome work was done 
beforo the committees had even time to con- 
sider and report on it. Mayor Beaven, I 
have no doubt, will deny this, and with the 
most innocent look say that ho could not do 
Buoh a thing. Still, it is true, nevertheless, 
and oan ho proved. But, then, it was only 
done, not in his good will towards the 
North ward, but to capture votes. Should 
Mayor Beaven, however, be again elected as 
Mayor, North ward need not look for any 
favors until near the nejxt election. 

ISothing could more' clearly demonstrate 
Mayor Beavon's love of power than the fact 
that after ho had done away with the water, 
sanitary and printing committees, when 
taken to task on thiaquestionheexcusedhim- 
self by saying the waterworks was under 
the control of the Water Commissioner. 
So it waa before Mayor Beaven'a regime, 
yet there was a waterworks committee, and 
I am sure it was more satisfactory to the 
ratepayers, as tho waterworks waa not made 
a factor to catch votes but to gain revenue 
for tho city. It can bo easily acen that if 
tho Water Commissioner was to oppose 
Mayor Beaven with a majority of tho Coun- 
cil, which he has generally had, tho Com- 
missioner would soon bo notified to resign. 
With regard to a Sanitary committee, the 
Mayor claims that as the Mayor and Coun- 
cil are a hoard of health a sanitary commit- 
tee is not required ; but ho might as well 
say they ore a bourd for every thing or mat- 
ter that comes before them for which there 
are committeea appointed, and o committee 
of three can always como to a decision in 
far loss time than tho whole Council, There 
was a health oflioer and a aanitary ofificer 
before Mayor Beaven waa Mayor, and there 
was a sanitary committee to assist in look- 
ing after sanitary matters, which, I think, 
was more satisfactory to the ratepayers 
than the present arrangement, but thia is 
not in accord with Mayor Beaven'a idea of a 
committee of one. Mayor Beaven wanta no 
committee on printing. Being well awaro 
of tho power of the press, he determines to 
keep control of that expenditure in his own 
hands ao that if any of the newspapers 
attack him he could shut down on them 
and give them but a pittance of the cor- 
poration patronage, thus again demon- 
strating bis love of one man power. When 
we know that there are over $5,000 ex- 
pended on printing, it ia no small lever in 
the hands of the Mayor to be used to his 
own advantage. The Mayor says he has 
nothing to do with it, but if he has not we 
would like to know who has. I suppose if 
the Mayor was asked this question he would 
give the usual answer which he gives to 
questions that ho does not wish to answer. 
It is so childish and so frivoloua that it ia 
not worth noticing. 

The gen<jral complaint under Mayor 
Beaven'a regime ia that numeroua commu- 
nioationa have ug.iiu and again bten aent in 
to the Mayor and aldermen but were never 
heard of by either tho aldermen or their 
writera. Thia haa been such a general sub- 
ject of complaint as to be tho talk of the 
city. We know that every communication 
addressed to tho Mayor and Aldermen 
should be opened in open Council by tho 
Clerk and dealt with by the whole Board. 
Every Mayor and Council previous to 
Mayor Beaven'a time strictly adhered to 
thia rule. What excuse, let mo ask, can 
Mayor lioaven give for not placing Mr. 
Steruburg'a communication before the Coun- 
cil ? It waa addressed to tho Mayor ami 
Aldermen, calling their attention to a tjuea- 
tion of tho gravoat importance to tho rate- 
payera, viz., of the fact that the water they 
were daily uaing was being polluted by tho 
excrement of a dairy of twenty-seven cows 
on the bordera and partly in Elk lake. I 
have understood that Mayor Beuvcu 
has said he referred the communi- 
cation to the Water Commissioner, 
but if he did why was the matter not at- 
tended to! I have reason to believe tbat it 
is not attended to yet, I am sure if there 
wus a Waterworks ooniniittee it would have 
been attended to.

HiS idol ia power and nothing could more 
clenrly show that he po8.suHsca the attributes 
of tho autocrat than when ho placed police- 
men ill tho city hall to ovorawo peiicoablo 
citizsna.

BATTLIMG WITH GALES. 

3. S. "Elpon City" Has the Hardest Time 
Her Ofllcers Ever Exporfencea. 

Halifax, N.S,, Jan, 8, — The Eurnesg 
steamer Ripon City arrived horo thia morn- 
ing, after battling with galea, cyclonca and 
tidal wavea for 18 doya. Slio ia from Lon- 
don for Ifalifax and Boaton. Iler captain 
and oliicera aay that it wiva ono of tho 
hardest oi'ijcrionces thoy evtr mot. From 
tho time of getting,' clear of the land on tho 
English aiiio tho bud weather continued 
almoat all tho way over. Un the day after 
Chriatinaa tho atoamer waa almoat engulfed 
by a high nca which rolled Buddenly down 
on her, Tho captain aays it was a tidal 
wave. The water poured ovsr the deck in 
tons, causing tho ship to careen over until 
she waa lying on her beann ends. She re- 
mained ao long in thia condition beforo 
recovering that those on hoard thought 
she would never right. The cargo shifted 
and a great number of packages be- 
eame broken. By the time the banks 
were reabhed more bad weatlior was cn- 
oou&tered, and on New Year's day tho 
steamer ran into a cyolone. It was impoaai- 
ble to force her ahead as it was feared the 
strain would be too great on the shaft as 
the ship was then reeling and pitching 
frigblfafly. Ths oyolono 1 an l ed without 
abatement until Wodneaday morning, .Janu- 
ary During all thia time the ateainer waa 
practically unmaiiageablo on account of tho 
heavy eea tliat waa running. Her decka 
were continually flooded, the wavoa making 
a clean sweep over tho city foro and aft. 
The crow had to run great rialca moving 
about tho deck, and aoveral of them nar- 
rowly cacuped being waahed overboard. 
Ono man waa caught hy u aoa, awept along 
and daahed ugainat tho bulwarks and badly 
bruiaed and otherwiao injured, ono of hia 
legs being fractured. The atoamor's sails, 
whioh were set to try and steady her woic 
blown to ribbons.

oignty over the great majority of tho 
Hawaiian people without aaking their con- 
aent, and ua they openly doolaro that it is 
not thoir intention to give the native popu- 
lation a ahare in tho government of their 
own country, tliere can be but little aynipa- 
thy with them outside tho United States, 
and even there the sympathy is oonfinod to 
a comparative few. The plain truth 
is tho white minority, oonsiatiug 
chiefly of Americana — as is shown 
by thu expreaaiou "this American colony" in 
tlio above extract — aro detormined to t:Uio 
pnsaeaaion of the Hawaiian islands und to 
rule thom irrespeotive of the wiahea and 
aapirationa of their dark and dusky-ekiuned 
iiihabitiuitH. Their object ovidoutly is to 
establieli an aristocracy of color on tlioBO 
IslandR. l!ut they aro Hopublicans, it may 
bo said. Yes, white Republicans. They 
have no use for colored men of any shade aa 
oiti/.oua. This should be always borne in 
mind by those who read or think about the 
diliioulty in Hawaii. Thu rovolutioniats 
there are not contending for liborly, they 
aro figliling for mastery. If they win tliero 
will bo no liberty, no citizenship, for the 
great bulk of the population. 



/iV SUSrSNSE. 

Tho Honolulu papers show lliat tlic II.i- 
waiiau community ia in a atatc of atrniiu'il 
oxpeotatiou. About tho lUth of bat month 
everyone believed tiiikb aomething important 
was about to bappea, but no one knew ex 
aotly what. The natives, of whom tho 
newspapers supportisg the Provlaional Ciov- 
ornment now oondcseend to say aomething, 
believed that tho (JiiQOn would bo restorud 
and thoy wore consequently happy. The 
revolationary party evidently did not knovr 
what to think; but they had mado up their 
minds to bo prepared for tho worst. 

The Daily P.wifio Ailvertieer complains 
bitterly of tho bad etfeots which tho con- 
tinued excitement and tho uncertainty were 
producing on business. It boliovoi that tho 
well-being of the cominunity required that 
the publio mind should no longer be dia- 
turbed. Bat, in its opinion, peace And rjuiot 
could be brought about in only one way, 
and that way was to establish the exiating 
state of things on a permanent, basis. It 
said: 

The resloratiou of tho cx-Quccn would by 
no moans allay the o.'ccitoment, but u-ill, on 
the contrary, add ton-fold to it, and create 
a oonditioQ of things which will bo aa un- 
bearable as civil war itself. No foreign 
power, president or king, can keep her ea- 
throaed for one day without the aid of 
foreign troops, and even then hor life would 
be as miserable aa that of a culprit doomed 
to the acaCfold. Hawaii has a LJovernmenl 
now such BS she requires in the preaent 
tr&naition omergenoy, and any chsboge from 
It as proposed moans oivil war, Itie only 
ohonge sought ia annexation to or a pro- 
tectorate by the United States. 

Tho Royaliata might aay that the with- 
drawal of the American protectorate would 
not allay the exelteoieut, for, as Boon aa it 
was known that tho -American Government 
had ceased to take any active Interest in 
Hawaiian affairs and had determined to lot 
tho Hawaiiana aettlo thoir own dilHcultiea 
without iaterferenco, they would take up 
arms for tho Queen and drive the usurpers 
into tho sea. 

It is evident that the authctitles believe 
that the Royalists ate not so apathetic or so 
harmless as they appear. Reports were in 
circulation that thoy were being supplied 
with arms and raids were mado on houaea 
to seize the rillea and ammunition that were 
supposed to be bidden in them. Arrests 
were also made of haokmen who wore believed 
to have conveyed the oases of guns to their 
destination. No discoveries, however, were 
made, but the search lor arms and tho ar- 
rests show that the Govcrnmenl was uneasy 
and that they had some cause for alarm. 

Tho supporters of the Proviaional Gov- 
ernmoQt believe that they are doing right 
and that their cause Is a rightooua one. The 
following extract from the leading article of 
tho Advertiser shows tho light in which 
thoy regard thcmaelvea very clearly, and 
also foreahadowB tho course they propoao to 
pnrsue. 

" Patient endurance in woll-doing " ia 
the price of honor- and the oondition of vic- 
tory. Now is tho hour for puliont, unwav- 
ering maintenance of the right. Belied, re- 
viled, persecuted by autocratic po wor as this 
noble American colony now is, let ua bo 
steadfastly true to ourselves, and hold on 
with long tenacity, and tho rnliol will como. 
It is now for ua to ahow that wo inherit not 
only the blood, but the stronR, free spirit of 
tho Kuglish Hampticns and tho American 
Warrens und Washingtons, of the men who 
resisted at Concord and cheerfully laid 
down life at Clettyaburg. Tho heroic oppor- 
tunity of our history now aectna to bo close 
upon ua, and wo are not men of thu lineage 
or tho tra-'ning to fail under tho teat. 

Thoro is only ono course before ua, and 
in that there ia nolo, dissenting voice in our 
ranks. We meaa absolutely to refuse all 
concesaion, all oompromiae in the direction 
of a return of monurohy in anj^ form or 
gniae in this country. That is tho uUi- 
matum on which this Government and its 
supporters firmly stand. Freedom and 
justice now stand at bay in Honolulu, atom 
and grim. The moa of Honolulu have thoir 
record to make, and it will be the record of 
patciots, true, determined, leU-BaorifioinK, 
tho same faithful sons of liberty as our 
fathers before us. 

If the article exproaaed tho viowa and 
feelings of a people struggling for liberty 
against tyracta, tho writer wouldL have rea- 
son to expect the sympathy and the moral 
support of the lovera of freedom ui;ali coun- 
tries, but as he merely VoioeathoT determin- 
ation of a comparative few to exerolse sover- 



AN OLD SAYINO. 

There is a great deal of force in tho old 
aayiiig It ia a bud rule that will not work 
both ways. " Ii tho Mayor ia not to be 
blanied for the miaerable condition in which 
tho city is found at .;be end of hia stcond 
year of ollico, ho would not be entitled to 
any praise if the state of the city to day 
were as creditable to the Corporatlotfaa it 
ia diacroditttble. If Victoria after Mr. 
Heaven had been ita Mayor for two 
years was a model city in all ita ar- 
rangcmenta, if the work of ev;.iy depart- 
ment had been well and oireclivoly done, if 
the citi/.cna derived a dollar's worth of 
health, comfort and enjoyment for every 
dollar that had been expended on it during 
thuaa two ynara, would tho Times bo willing 
to give all tho credit of so happy a consum- 
mation to tho aidermeijV Not a 
bit of it. It would maintain 
that a very largo proportion of tho credit 
was duo to tho good nuinagoment and un- 
tiring vigilance of tho Mayor. Tho peoijlo 
would bo told to look at the city, every 
street and drain in it, every improvement 
and every convenience would bo pointed 
to aa evidence of the Mayor's ctll- 
cienoy and fidelity. The two yeara 
in which be held ofiSce, no matter who 
were in the Council, would bo declared to 
be Yiotoria's golden age, and that the good 
ho did would remain as evidence of hia abil- 
ity long after ho had mado hia exit from tho 
stage of lifo. And if he left tho city in tho 
state we describe he would be entitled to 
all tho praise he might receive. Why, then, 
should not the rule work the other way ? 
As Viotorians are ashamed of the appear- 
ance that their lovely city presents, and aa 
they are tired of trying to account and apol- 
ogise for ita want of conveniences, docs 
□ot the man who boa been at the 
head of ita affairs for two years deserve to 
bo blamed for permitting it to fall into so 
disgraceful a oondition? There can bo no 
question about it. Tho powers of tho Mayor 
to bring about a better state of things aro 
large, and hia opportunitisa of indicatirg 
and suggesting improvements and reforms, 
many. If he had exercised these powers for 
the advantage^^f the oitizsna, and if he had 
used those opportunities to aid in making 
the city a pleasant place to live in, he would 
have hoata of frienda and they would all be 
loud in his praise. Since the city ia now 
really a worae place to live in than it was 
when he tookolEoe, two yeara ago, should he 
not be held responsible fer ita backward 
condition?

Among the amusing phases of tho pres- 
ent political situation are tho desper- 
ate, not to say hyatorical, efforta of the Col- 
umbian to attract attention to itself and to 
the minor horoea of the campaign of which 
it has by their unanimous consent assumed 
the championship.

Tliia case, which was concluded yes- 
terday in llie Supremo court, was an action 
brought Ijy the plaintiff, E. MohuD, for the 
sum of about J I ti, 000, claiming he was en- 
titled to that amount on account of the 
failure of the Corporation to carry oui the 
arrangement whereby the defendant cor- 
poration wero to employ him as sanitary 
engineer during the oontinuunco of the con- 
Btruotion of a sewerage system in the City 
of Victoria, The learned judge held that 
by virtue of the resolution passed by the 
Council, Mr. Mohun's proposition to be em- 
ployed during the continuance of the work 
had not been acceded to by the Corporation, 
but that in fact! tbe resolution meroly ap- 
pointed him an ofiBcer of the Corporation at 
a salary of S.'},000 a year, and Mr. Mohnn 
having undertaken tlio duties of the office 
had accepted that condition of allaira ; 
although it appeared from the evidence that 
he had not incjuired into the aUair or in- 
formed himself exactly aa to what reaolution 
had been passed. Tho judge further hold 
that being an officer of tho Corporation, tho 
plaintiff must come within tho pro- 
visions of tho act, and could therefore 
bo diamiaaed without notice ; tliat it was hia 
duty, before undertaking the odioo, to have 
ascertained precisely tho terms of his 
appointment, whether hia proposition had 
'iicen accepted by tho Council, and to take 
steps to have cho whole matter put in formal 
shape. The judge stated that it appeared 
from the evidence that Mr. Mohun had done 
tt lot of work for which he hod not been 
recompensed, but under tho circumatonccs 
he could not give judgment in the plaintifFa 
favor. His lordship refrained from ox- 
•preaaing any opinion as to whether the plana 
prepared by Mr. Mohun, except aa to that 
portion of the work actually constructed, 
were or were not the property of tbe city, as 
that point was not before him to decide, 
and he therefore woold not say whether Mr. 
Mohun was entitled to claim them In case he 
should SCO fit to bring an ftotion to recover 
them. On these grounds, therefore, the 
learned judge dismlaaed' the ftotion, with 



coats, but without prejudice to Mr. Mohun'a 
right to claim delivery of tho plans from the 
city. Mr. Ernest V. Boilwell represented 
plaintiff, and Mr. W. J. Taylor the de- 
fendants.

The Learned Jadgre's First Judgrmeut 
in Admiralty an import- 
ant One. 

Hon. Mr. Justice Crease yesterday de- 
livered judgment in the caao of the aealing 
schooner Ainoka, the parliculara of which 
have already been publiabed. Hia Lordship 
finds that the ship was driven into the pro- 
hibited zone by a suoceasion of galea and a 
current of whoae existence tho master of the 
vessel was ignorant, setting him on uncon 
sciously for four days previous to his seizure 
at tho Copper Islands. It was proved that 
on the 17th of July he took ol)3ervation8 by 
sextant, his poaition then being defined as 
Lat 5f-'J0 N., Long. lU.-i l f E., or about CO 
miloa from Behring Ibland and about 90 
miles from Copper laland, well outaido tho 
limits of the prohibited watera. On the 
ISth, by dead reckoning, his position was 
stated at lOO miles, on the 19th at 79 miles, 
on the 20th at 76 miles, and on the 2lBt 
(western lime) at 74 milea, all by dead 
reckoning, when in fact it was proved that 
lio was only 18 milea from Copper Island 
ISetweeu tho 17th and 2-Jud tlio weather 
waa so thick ho could not )ioa- 
mlily take any observations, except by 
de ul reckoning, in which he afterwards 
ioimd he was very much thrown out by a 
strouL' cui rent from his poaition of the 17th 
to tho southeastern end of Copper Island, 
close' to which it run at u rate of about two 
miles an hour. Tho reading of tho ship's log 
ahoweil tlinl by not taking projier count of 
thin current, which wi.s unknown to tlio 
master and male until iuforined of it liy tho 
Kuaaian oliioerH, the schooner waa mialcd in 
calculating her positions on thoae live days, 
and rendered it probable that on the latter 
part of the li)th she waa tlien within the 
prohibited zone when she thought herself 
well ont of it ; unit although she was liable 
to forfeiture, unless her presence there waa 
accounted for, either by the act of God 
stress of weather or other circumstances be 
yond the contnd of the master, and 
without hia knowledge, yet in this instance 
the evidoiico showed that the vessel wa 
there through stress of we.ither, iniluouced 
by the current referred to, and the captain 
being unable, owing to the fog, to take ob 
servutioua. That, the learned judge decided, 
discharged the piesumption of law that was 
against the master because of his being 
within the prohibited belt, "manned, armed 
and equipped for killing and taking or at- 
t;aiiipting to kill or take seal." Hia Lordship 
also decided that tho nnister had acted 
throughout in good faith, and though a poor 
Bcribe\ had not varied in the substantial 
purport of his statements from first to 
last; he was therefore a witness of 
the truth. His evidence was confirmed on 
various points open to question by that of 
Captain Clarence Cox, Captain Bissett, the 
mate and others, white members of the crew 
of tho Ainoka. The appearance of tho 
schooner at a point sixteen miles southwest 
of Copper Islands was thus fully explained, 
and the presumption against tho captain of 
the ship, under the ciroumstancea, w as dis- 
charged. It woa ahown that only forty-six 
skins wero on hoard the ship, although tho 
Russian searching cflioora, who had not even 
counted them, returned sixty-eight. Every 
one of thoae forty-six was taken on the 12tli, 
13th, lull, loth and itith, a long way 
out of the limit ; they were cleaned, 
dried and salted, and were evidently old. 
It was proved beyond a doubt that, owing 
principally to the badneaa of tho w-eather, 
not a single skin had been taken in the pro- 
hibited watera. Thia dilFcrenco waa duly 
cleared u]) by Captain Healer to tho satis- 
faction of tho court. It waa proved, and 
also conlirined by Captain Bissett, who was 
in the neighborhood at the time (some six 
or eight milea oil',) that at ,'i o'clock on tho 
afternoon of the 2l8t, the fog lifted a little 
and enabled Captain Healer to see the loom 
of tho land — no doubt Copper Island. There- 
upon he immediitely wore ship, clapped on 
uU sail and headed for tho southwest, tho 
direction in whijh, with tho wind 
about ij.S.E., bo could get quickest out of 
the forbidden watera. In tbis, unfoctun- 
nately for him, he was delayed by 
tbe lightness of the wind and the heavy sea 
rolling on the island. After seven hours of 
tbis hu was overhauled by the Russian gun- 
boat, his papers seized, and himself with his 
ship ordered to Yokohama to report to the 
Britiab 'lonanl there, a certificate being 
given him to account for the absence of his 
papers, ife proceeded to obey ihis order, 
but w.is compelled by tho Indiana on board 
to change hia course for Victoria. The 
protocol showed that there were 15 Indians 
on the vessel to four white men, uud it 
would therefore Ijo dangerous for the mas- 
ter to attempt to take thcin against tlieir 
will to Yokohama. The court waa satisfied 
by thia explanation, that the captain waa 
fully juatilinl in landing tho fndiana at 
Ii(!h(]uii)t, and then coming on to Victoria 
svhere therewas a courtthal had jurisdiction 
to adjuilicate upon tho rjuestiona. The cap- 
tain anil mate and, indeed, all tho men on 
board tho schooner speak in friendly terms 
of tlio frank and courteous treatment re- 
ceived from the Russian ollicers, who ex- 
preaaed themselves aatiafiod with tho rou- 
aona of their being within tho limits, and 
but for the cfiicial log of the schooner not 
not containing her positions on tho days 
mentioned, and possibly some specific or- 
ders from her admiralty, would have let the 
vessel go free, They refuacd to recognize 
the mate's lo^ as of any authority, al- 
though Captain Heater explained that they 
were not compelled by British law to make 
these daily entries in the ofBoial log. The 
question was raised, through tho language of 
the protocol, which stated that tho Yakout 
came upon the schuouer when tho latter was 
on a aoutliwest courao, with all sail aot, try- 
'ug to get out of tho prohibited belt, and 
carrying no lights. Thia waa corrected by 
tho maatcr and male, who explained tho 
position and exhibition of the lights in their 
proper places, wliich might have been aeon 
by the steamer when aho got ahead of the 
schooner and crosaed her bows. All points, 
therefore, having been fairly and fully ex- 
plained, and the involuntary presence of the 
vessel accounted for to tho satisfaction of 
tho court, Hia Lordship pronounced judg- 
niont in favor of the schooner, each party to 
pay his own coats.

Royalist Kpfersuces to the Cliai-acter 
and Misdemeanors ol' the Tro- 
visional iSoIiliery. 



Attitude of tlio Foveigu Powers— A 
Eamoliaiiiehau Anuoxa- 
tiouist. 



The Hawaiian papers received by the 
Wairimoo afford interesting reading in 
view of the storms through which the 
people ot the Islands are passing at present. 
The Honolulu Bulletin (organ of the (Juoeu's 
party), announces that tlie Provisional 
Government are preparing to resent 
hostile action by tho United States or any 
other power, by distributing rifles and 
ammunition to all citizens who will give 
receipts therefor. Tho palace, now known 
aa the executive building, is also being pro- 
visioned for siege and four large tanks of 
water have been placed in the basement — 
this being taken as proof positive that tho 
Government will fight. Already President 
Dolo ia having trouble with bis hired 
battalions. The police, who constitute the 
moat formidable force, are reaigning in 
dozena, Lieutenant ICeuluki, wiio waa one 
of tho first to strike, explaining that while 
quite ready , to assist the existing Govern- 
ment in tbe maintenance of law and order, 
they have not enlisted to make war upon 
tho United States or repel attack by that or 
any other foreign power. Complaint a are 
unfortunately frequent of inault to native 
women by the imported rilTralf soldiery, 
and these incidents are doing much to 
atronglhen the cause of royalty with tho 
whiles as well as to confirm its jiluoo 
in the hearts of tho native element, 
The inisoonduot of tho men while on liberty 
ia a cauae of alarm to tho peaceful citizens, 
who have frequent collisions with thern und 
generally " get tho worst of it." Tho Pro- 
visional Government's mercenaries may 
shortly become uumananeable, and securing 
dominion by force inaugurate acenoa of vio- 
IcDco on shore which the intervention of the 
warships in harbor will be required to ter- 
minate. 

A note of December 29 ia to the eflect that 
at a meeting of tho American League held 
the p.-evious evening a resolution wua intro- 
duced, and adopted without dissent, stating 
that " if Congress decides on the restoration 
of the (,lueen tho members of this League 
will lay down their arms and aid in the res- 
toration," On tho other hand, the newly 
organized corps of German abarpahootora, 
known aa tbe International Schuetzen 
L-saguo, will " support good and stable gov- 
ernment in Hawaii, and the Proviaional Gov- 
ernment ia particular, to the death if 
necessary." This club is under tho presi 
dency of Charles Klemme, and includes 
fifty six members. 

Aa to tho attitude of foreign powera rep- 
resented on tho scene of diEi|uiot, Captain 
Kocke, of H.M S. Champion, announces 
that his ship will remain throughout tho 
next few months for tho protection of life 
and property. No force will be lauded un- 
less necessary. The Japanese gunboat Naai- 
wa is promiaed to puraue a similar course, 
although the Japaneao loan to the monarchy, 
knowing that the Proviaional Government is 
not disposed to grant them enfrauchiEo- 
meut. Tho miasionariea are lending their 
weight against the deposed Queen, pointing 
to the dethronement as an act of God, to 
which resistance would be worse than usei 
less. 

Tho latest acnsationa eprung by tho im- 
nexation papers are concerning tho opora- 
tions of two Pinkerton deteclives in the pay 
of the Royalists (being engaged to fpy upon 
Prcaidont Dolo in return for his dismissing 
all Government employes aubsoribing to or 
reading the Bulletin) and concerning the 
declaration for annexation of Prince Albert 
Kunuikea, the last descendant of Kamo- 
hainelia the (Jreat. Had not Queen Emma 
been beaten in her contest for the crown by 
David Ivalakaua, Albert would now bo the 
reigning king. His letter to tho proas is 
written in good and aimplo ICnglish. Saya 
ho ; 

" Permit mo, aa tho Inst reproaentativo of 
the royal Kamehainohan line, to say that 
cDurso of your paper (the Star) is in the 
best interests of the Hawaiian people, and 
that I am with you, heart and soul. My 
name will be added to the roll of the An- 
nexation Club at once, and In caao of 
trouble I will join your foroeu with u rifle." 

To which tho Royaliats simply r^ply— 
" Sour grapes ; Albert Isn't the king !" 

From the Advertiser (P. G. organ) it ia 
learned thai the aeheme has been revived 
by certain of the Royalists to transfer the 
capital to Hilo (on tho Island of Maui); 
there rally the forces of tho (jueen, and 
thence proceed to deeds of arms, with Hilo 
as the base of operations and Honolulu aa 
the chief point of attack.

Watkh Sui'i'LY— This important and long 
neglected matter should receive attention. 
I'ortions of tl,^ water sb'eg, 595? a S9BrQ9 oi 
danger, should be acquired by tbe o!ty, the" 
whole lake fenced in, vegetable matter- re* 
moved from Beaver lake, the dam improved 
so that the water now running to waste 
should bo stored, filters conatruoted, etc. 
The reckless waste of water by oonsumers 
should be stopped. If these matters are 
attended to, the ratepayers will get all the 
water wanted, as well as pressure for all 
purposes. 

James Bay— I am in favor of building a 
permunent roadway full width of Govern- 
ment street and securing from parties who 
have tho necessary earth etc , and under- 
taking to deposit tho same therein until tho 
whole bed is filled at as little cost aa possiblo 
to the city. This would mako a grand ini- 
jirovement, form a large amount of property, 
which could be leased out and soon made to 
return a magnificent income to the corpora- 
tion, famish employment for a large number 
of men and cust tho la.vpaycrs but a com- 
paratively triliiug sum. 

Another thing to which I wish to call 
your attention i:i the matter in which a 
large number of voters are annually disfran- 
chised, 1 contend that every voter should, 
on demand, be presented by tho proper 
ollioer with a detailed statement of hia in- 
debtedness, and upon payment of tho aame 
receive a receipt in full of all demands, and 
not, in tho end, after paying possibly hun- 
dreds of dollars, find that the omission of 
some minor thing has robbed him of all 
voice in the affairs of the oity.

FEOM OVER THE SEA. 



luterestlng Complication in tlie New 
South Wales Government— 
The Sitnatiou. 



A Trade Commissioner— The Pacific 
Cable— Touffa Troubles - 
News Notes. 



Tha steamer Worrimoo from Auatralinn 
colonies bringa word that Attornoy-Genorul 
Burton, of New South Wulee, who visited 
Canada a few months ago, has bcid to ro- 
aiga, together with Minister of Jastice 
O'Connor, beoauso of a motion of oensuro 
pasBod upon them by the Lef;islaturo for 
having accepted briofa in support of an 
action brought by a private firm against the 
Railwoy Commisaioners. The division was 
C9 to 48, the Government defending the im- 
peached minietora on .the ground that the 
Railway (Jommiaaioners weio not embraced 
in the Government and that the acceptance 
of briefa was sanctioQed by custom. 
Though tha Governmont was expected to 
resign it did not, accepting instead the re- 
signations of Meaara. Barton and O'Connor 
• and appointing C. G. Hoydon Attor- 
ney General and, Minister of Mines 
Slattery taking in addition the post of 
Minister of Justice. Minister Heydon is a 
leading lawyer not a member of the Legis- 
lature but to be appointed to the upper 
house. Sir George Dibbs made a oeusaiion 
in the Legislature by announcing simul- 
taneously with the resignation of the two 
ministcru the prorogation of the house until 
Jfknuttry 16, the Governor's proclam- 
ation being at the same time 
handed to the Speaker and this 
Bum'niBry proceeding shutting of all disoos- 
sion. Mr. .Barton now opitdemDs'-'the Min- 
istry for not 'having tendered their own 
resignation. Sir Robert Duff, the GoTernor 
of the Colony, ha'j allowed himself to be in- 
terviewed on the subject, and states that 
owing to the repeal of the electoral act and 
the new act not coming into force for some 
time yet, he had no course open but to con- 
sent to prorogation, as if a dissolution were 
demanded instead no new house could be 
elected. 

Robert Roid, Minister of Defence in the 
Victoria Government, has been commis- 
eioned to s-isit London, Canada and the 
United States in the interest of his Colony. 
He will go to London by way of Suez and 
afterwards visit America. He will bring 
samples of the products of his colony and 
endeavor to opon up trade relations. Ha 
has been authorized to negotiate with the 
Canadian Government for reciprocal trade, 
and if his Government is still of the present 
opinion when he visits the United States, 
select an American railway manager to take 
control of the Victoria railways. 

Latest advices confirm the report of the 
abandonment of the proposed conference in 
Canada, as only Queensland shows any in- 
terest in the matter. The New Zealand 
Government now says that the steamers 
should call there before any reciprocity is 
talked of. 

Audley Coote, manager of the French 
Cable Company, has written to the Kuw 
South VValea Government against Sandford 
Fleming's rival scheme, which he declares to 
ba impracticable, and the New South Wales 
postmaster-general has expressed the same 
view. The chief objection urged is that 
with a view of touching only on British 
t«rritory, Mr. Fleming proposes one length of 
4,000 miles of cable, which would beezceed- 
ingly difficult of operation. In -this con- 
nection the Sydney Morning Herald pub- 
lishes a leading editorial warmly supporting 
the Canadian scheme. 

Advices from Tonga tell of the deposition 
of Premier George W. Tukuapo by the 
King and the appointment of J. O. Sabeki 
and a now ministry, the mujority of the 
appointments having been niudo on the 
recommendation of Rev. Shirley Baker, 
whose return and accession to power would, 
it is said, be welcomed by many of the 
native leaders. After the diamisaal of the 
ministry one of the iiiembera insulted the 
King aud fired three ahota at him as hii 
puR-icd in his boat. Next morning the 
ollending niiniater called upon the King and 
made an apology which His Majesty was 
graciously pleased to accept and the matter 
ended there. 

While the British gunboat Boomerang, of 
the Australian eciuadron, was patrolling the 
South seas recently, she come up with a 
smart sailing vessel which one of her oflicera 
boarded. She proved to be a colonially 
owned craft engugod in reoiuiting Kanakas 
for the Queensland plantationa. On board 
the naval oliicer noticed a phonograph, and 
it wab explained that before the vessel left 
Queensland the captain bad visited numer- 
ous plantations where the islanders are em- 
ployed. He took a camera and a phono- 
graph and with these went to baeineNS, 
photographing groups of natives and also 
taking individual pictures of Well known 
nativuQ from the New Hebrides and Solo- 
mon groups. Iildison's invention was then 
brought into service, the best known of the 
natives, and especially those who had 
friends and relatives in the ialands, being 
invited to speak into the receiver any mua- 
sago for their friends. Very many of tliesu 
phonographic letters were procured, giving 
glowing aucounta of Kanaka plantation life 
in (,>uteiiflland and other nev.s that would 
interest " the old folks at home " in Malli- 
oollo, Ambrym, San Chriatoval or Malaita, 
as the case might be. AftiT securing a good 
supply of " talks," in Iho native tongues, 
the ingenious okipper S'liled for the islands, 
wheio ho waa atill astonishing the 
natives when last hoard from. 
Many fof the photographu lie had 
transferred to gloss for use with the 
limelight and thus with a phonograph ho waa 
in a position to give such ocular and aural re- 
ports of plantation pleasures that the na- 
tives were enthuaiastio for emigration. 
Needless to say, the phonograph has dem 
onstrated its value as a plantation-recruiting 
accessory. 

The British bark Trafalgar, from New 
York, arrived at Melbourne, Australia, De- 
cember 17, after a highly sensational pas- 
sage. At Batavia three of the orew de- 
serted and the second officer obtained 
his discharge, having incurred the ill- 
will of the crew. Captain Edgar died there 
of Javo fever. Chief Officer Richard Rob- 
erts took command and sailed with a orew 
of twenty-three. In a few weeks Roberta 
died, and Samuel Norwood, next in com- 
mand, being down with fover, William 
Shelton, a lad of LS, being next in seniority, 
took charge. Norwood died, .iiid so did 
seaman John Leo, carpenter Joseph Feill 
and cook Daniel Slioohan. The rest of the 
crew rendered very unwilling obedience to 
the young commander, and it was with the 
greatest difficulty that port was made.

Sak Fhanoisoo, Jan. 8.— No injury to 
the orange and lemon crop of Norch Cali- 
fornia is reported. Owing to the early 
ripening of the orange crop, nearly all of it 
WHS picked before the New Year, and but 
little romaina on the trees. The Lower 
Oalifornia Development Co., of which 
Mayor Carbone, of San Diego, is president, 
proposes to run a lino of steamers from this 
city to San Diego, Kusunada, San Quentin 
and other lower coast porta, in opposition to 
the Pacific Coast Steamship company. The 
steamers will run in connection with the 
San Diego, Ensenada and Phceoix railroad. 
Valuable concessions are said to have been 
aeoured by the nev? company from the 
Mozioan Government.

To expropriate certain real property for the 
purpose of diverting and improving a por- 
tion of Oak Bay Avenue, being a public 
street situoto within the City of Victoria. 

THK Municipal Council of tho Coipordtion of 
tho City of Viotorlo enacts as follows : 

1. It shall ba lawful for the Corporation of 
tho City of Viotoria to expropriate and the 
said Corporation bere'by expropriates, for the 
purpose of diverting and improvinR a portion 
of Oak Bay Avenuoboinfc a public street Bituato 
within tho City of Victoria, all that piece or 
parcel of land beinK part of Lot 31 of a sub- 
divi.slon of sub-lot 1, Fern wood Katalo, Section 
75, Victoria District, which said piece or parcel 
of land is more particularly described as fol- 
lows : 

CominoncInK at tho south-eaat corner of lot 2 
of Bald sub-division ; tlienco boiuliorly across 
lotSl on a production of tho line between lots 2 
and 3, forty feel, mure up Iobm, to tho north lino 
of Oak Bay Avenue ; thenco westerly along tlio 
north lino of Oak Bay Avenue flfty-threo feet, 
more or leas, to tho nouth-westcomerof said lot 
2; thence north-oasterly along the Une between 
lota 2 and 31, twenty-nine feet, more or loss, to 
the place of beginning, and containing by ad- 
mcasuroraont five hundred and flfty aix square 
foot moro or less.

Held for nearly four mouUia in an cquu- 
torinl dnkiruin or dead sea calm until 
lier provisioua were exhausted and her Otew 
on tho verge of starvation was the terrible 
experience of the AVerioan ship Edward 

•O'BrioD, which had long been given up for 
lost. Sho left tli8 Hastings aawmill in De- 
comber ISOl!, for London, with u largo lum- 
ber cargo, and uothins was heard of licr 
until June 22, when she was Biglited by the 
steamer Galelio flying signals telling that 

. she was short of food. It was learned that 
the ship had made a fine run down the 
Faalfio coast and around tho Horn, but 
when near tlie equator she bad been caught 
in one of the dreaded calms that prevail in 
that latitude. For three months she re- 

cmained within a distaaoe of half a mile from 
where she first struck the calm, and during 
that time there was not enough wind to fill 
even the lightest of her aiiila. Finally a 
small current, probably made by tho storm 
many miles away, appeared and served to 
send her slowly out of the locality, whiuh 
threatened at one time to become a place of 
death fi/r iill on board. On this current the 
ship drifri.d for almost another month. 
Then a wfclcoiiie wind carried her back into 
tho pathaof niivigUiou. When the Gjlelio 
was cuouuntorcil llio water Hi'pply of tho 
Kdtt-ard O'lirien was exhaiibted, food was 
almost dov.n to the last ration, and in a few 
luoro lioui'3 the Ujen on board would havo 
been beyond help. After being Buppliud 
with food and water the ahip pruoeeded on 

'her way to Loudon. 

THE " ARIETAS " AT 'FRISCO. 

The following item appears in the San 
Francisco Examiner of the 5th inet : 
"Hopes of the sealers that there will bo no 
embargo on the Bohring sea this seu^jin 
have been raised by the report cf Captain 
Abel Strong, of the British schooner Arte- 
tas, which arrived here from VIotoria yes- 
tsrdsy to fit oat for thp'season's crn'se. Ho 
cleared for the Japan hunting grounds, but 
has hopes that May 1 will see the Behring 
soa open, and this hope ho bases on tho in- 
structions ho received at tho Victoria Cus- 
tom-houH.e when ho took out his papers. Tho 
Ciiargo d'AlIuira at that iuatitution gave 
him a quiet tip that there was likely to bo 
cooBiderablo diflioulty in elleeting an 
orrargemenb between tho United States 
and England this year, and officially noti- 
fied him to keep clear of tho sea until 
May 1. If by that date no English orders 
have been issued to tho effect that the eea 
is closed ground, Captain Strong could con- 
sider himself at liberty to invade it and go 
hunting in tho bilherto proscribed limits. 
These instructions, Captain Strong says, 
have been isauod to all tho British sealeid 
clearing from Victoria, and arruiigements 
have been made to receive news at Hako- 
date or Yokohama on tho date specified. 
No such information has been confided to 
the American sealers, who have no knowl- 
edge of a probable rupture of tho agree- 
ment. Such local owners aa heard of Cap- 
tain Strong's instructions were considerably 
excited, and a long telegram has been 
framed asking for information from Wash- 
ton." 

TirK "W.MIKIMOO'.S" TASTE OK ST0R5I. 

The Warrimoo experienced a particularly 
eevere storm, tho second day out from Hono- 
lulu, and as a result lost one of her bow 
anchors and a hundred and fifty fathoms of 
heavy chain. It seems that as she piiohed 
into u heavy sea the waves struck tho 
anchor, hanging by tho bow, with such 
force as to drive it back and free it from iho 
snap fastenings, and tho anchor then plung- 
ed into the sea, dragging with it the 
chain, which on getting to its full length 
snapped off, giving the vessel a shock al- 
most as if a rook had been encountered. 
The engines were immediately stopped, but 
an investigation showed tho cause of tho 
shock, and that no damage had been sus- 
taiued beyond the loss of the anchor and 
chain. If the Miowora met with weather 
ai severe, it is thought that hor temporary 
rudder works niusc have received a very 
severe test,

•where. 

Tin; " akawa'h " r.xi'Eiiiics'CE. 

The Arawa experienced heavy and rainy 
weather all tho way to Honol ilu on her last 
trip, and was S days and 1,'J hours making 
the trip. On account of hor great length 
sho experiences considerable trouble in 
docking at Honolulu, and on last going in 
her rudder slightly touched the starboard 
how of the steamer Lehua, carrying away 
one of the stays and creating a panic 
'ftmoDgjt tho natives on board. 

THE " AI.VSWORTH " CLEAR.S. 

The crew of the sealing schooner Willard 
Ainsworth was signed in the custom house 
•at Seattle on Monday, Capt. E. E. Crook. 
«tt goes as master and Capt. S. N. Saddler 
as mate. The schooner will carry sixteen 
men all told, five of whom uro hunters. 
The hunters are paid $.3 per skin on the 
Ainsworth, while on the Algar and Dennis 
hunters are paid $1 por skin.

JUBILEE HOSPITAL. 

Tho Directors' Monthly Meeting— Certificates 
null Medals for Norses. 

The hospital board held their monthly 
meeting last evening, there being present 
Messrs. Charles Hayward, president; J. 
Davies, G. H. Brown, I. Braverman, A. C. 
Flumerfelt, Alex. Wilson, J. S. V'atea, K. 
C. Baker, \V. M. Chudley, H. 1). Helmcken, 
and D. M. Eberts. 

The treasurer, Mr. Chudley, read tho 
letter receivedfromF.B. PemberCon, respect- 
ing the bequest of $2,000 made by his 
father, the late J. D. Pembsrton, and eon- 
taining an extract from the will in which 
the desire was expressed that the name of 
Mr. Pemberton should in some way be as- 
sociated with the hospital. The letter, it 
was ordered, should be suitably acknow- 
ledged. 

Tho monthly report from the medical of- 
ficer, IJr. Richardson, stated that 39 
patients had been admitted during Decem- 
ber, 37 had been discharged and one had 
died, leaving 42 in hospital on the Ist of 
January. Ho reported that there were 
several incurable caaea in tho hospital who 
ought to be otherwise provided for. He 
called attention also to the necessity for 
better protcotion in case of fire, and re- 
quested tho purchase of disinfecting appara- 
tus. Referred to committee of tho month 
with power to act. 

Tho matron's report showed that two 
nurses passed tho examination entitling 
them to certificates. Miss A.nderaon scoring 
87 per cent, and Miss Atkinson, SOi per 
cent, of the total marks. She asked that 
the term of probation for intending nurses 
be extended from one to three months. Sho 
also referred to a number of donations, 
which tho hoard decided should be ac 
knowledged through the press. 

Aa by resolution of the board it had been 
provided that tho highest candidate at any 
cxanlin^tion should bo awarded a gold 
medal, provided she had obtained 85 per 
cent.. Miss Anderson thus became entitled 
to a medal. As the two were so close it 
was decided to present a special gold medal 
to Miss Atkinson. The recommendation to 
extend the probationary time will be given 
effect by an alteration of the by-laws. 

Tho treasurer's monthly statement was 
received and adopted, and after some formal 
business tho board adjourned.

Committee Kepoi t to Support Messrs. 
Br&gg, Baker and Lediiig- 
ham Adopted. 



The public schoolroom at Victoria West 
was filled by a large number cf ratep»yer8 
list evening to hear the candidates for 
atdermanio honors in tho North ward and 
the Mayoralty candidates give their views 
on civic affAira. 

Mr. W, Marchant having been appointed 
chairman and Mr. Callow eeorotary, tho 
latter read the report of the committee ap- 
pointed at the publio meeting on November 
2S. It recommended that Victoria Weat 
support tho candidature ef Messrs. Baker, 
Bragg and Lodingham for aldurineu of the 
North ward. The report was unanimously 
adopted by the meeting. 

Tho chairman, after thanking tho rate- 
payers for electing to tho position of Bohoul 
trustee, supposed tho proper thing now 
was to call upon tho candidates pres- 
ent to address the meeting, and lie 
trusted that the ratepayers would 
judge them by their past records as 
much as possible. Ho also hoped that the 
aldermen would reuiember they represented 
tho city as u whole aud not their own par- 
ticular ward alone. (Applause.) Ho de- 
precated wrangling iu open council, aa ho 
believed if there was any quarroling it 
should be in the committee room and not in 
publio. Touching on the amount of $S0,- 
QUO for oivio salaries, he said there seemed 
to be something rotten in tbo state of Den- 
mark when 80 much was spent iu salaries 
and so little was left for roads aud streets 
and bridgea. (Great applause. ) 

Aid. Baksr being called upon said he 
({uitc agreed that the aldermen should work 
tor the city at large, but they should also 
never forget the ward they represented or 
they would not be fit to ait in the Counoil. 
He had promised last year to do bis best to 
get his ward fire proteotioa, but unfortu- 
nately ho had to reaign from the Council 
board and when he did get into trouble 
ho did it innocently by soiling bricks to u 
city contractor, who had been a customer of 
his even before ha got the city con- 
tract. When ho got elected the 
second time last year the Mayor 
did not put him on a single committee. 
The speaker then proceeded to take ex- 
ception to tho Mayor's not putting a single 
alderman of tho North ward on any of tho 
civic committees. He was sure, indeed, 
thot tho Mayor would prefer to have only 
one member of the Counoil on tho different 
committees, and that one tho Mayor. 
(Laughter and applause.) The Mayor want- 
ed to run tho whole Council l.iniaelf; that 
was why the speaker called it a "one man " 
Council. Turning to health matters, he 
said that tho power to levy a special rate 
got by Mayor Beaven through tho Legisla- 
ture, ao that a rate could lie levied without 
going to tho ratepayers, was an- 
other instance of the "ona man" 
idea of Hia Worship. As to streets, 
when he (Aid. Baker) was chairman of the 
Street committee at the beginning of last 
year he. had tried to do his beat with tbe 
amall'force of men at hia command. He 
ventured to aay since he was off the com- 
mittee that not one man had worked on the 
streets In Victoria West, Ho went over the 
history of the sower contract troubles and 
blamed the Mayor for allowing the Cough- 
Ian & Mayo tender figures to be changed.. 
Yet tho Mayor a couple of days afterwards 
had censured tho City Engineer for allowing 
the tender to be seen before it came before 
tho Council. Aid. Baker liniehed by promis- 
ing, it elected, to do his duty to tho ward. 

Aid. Bragg, the ne.xt speaker, favored a 
redivibion of the city wards to give 
a fairer representation of tho dilfer- 
cnt parts of the city. Had the 
proposed by-law to make five warda be- 
come law, it would have done greater jus- 
tice than tho present diviaiona. At the last 
municipal election he had promised to sup- 
port the school by-law and thia year had 
made it one of hia purpoaca in the council 
and was glad to say he had been aucceaaful, 
and next year better oonditions would ex- 
ist for tbe pupils. If there was one thing 
more than another that a city should have 
it waa light. Then even if the 
streets were bad tbey could avoid 
the holes. (Lr.ughter.) He believed that if 
a proper light by-law was placed before tho 
ratepayers it would bo carried, and that 
would be one of hia objects this year if 
elected. The present aysttm was too much 
of a patch work. Anotiier point ho touched 
on waa the special healtli rate. When that 
rate waa brought in at the beginning of the 
year he asked the Mayor to detine wtiat waa 
to be done with the $G1,U0U. He got no 
satisfaction, and now there was in the hank 
some S18,0IJ(J only realizing four per cent., 
while there were ratepiyera who were hav- 
ing to borrow money at eight per cent ; and 
wliat fur? — to put in the bunk as taxea to 
bring only four per cent. He proceeded to 
thank tlie ratepayers for hia nomination aud 
was about to take hia seat when Mr. M. Hum- 
ber asked him if be waa willing '.o work aa 
alderman without tho §400 salary. (Ap- 
plause and laughter. ) A littlo tumult hero 
roae, the chairman holding the question waa 
not a fair one amid cries of " answer" and 
' don't answer " from tho audience. 

Aid. Bragg replied ho wu" Mnite v''.l!;i;g 
to go without salary provided tho reat of 
the Council did, and thought he had placed 
liimaolf on record already in the line of cut- 
ting down civic expenditure in the beat in- 
terests of the city. 

1]. U. Blaekott took tho platform next, 
referring humorously in hisopening remarks 
to having been loft out in tho cold with Mr. 
Dwyer by tho committee report. Touching 
lirat on aalariea, he claimed that ho waa the 
only man who came out llatly to say they 
were paying tbo much money for too littlo 
work done. (Hear, hear.) Aa to roads, 
streets and bridiiea, tho whole system was eu 
tirely wrong, us u great deail of tho money was 
waated. They could find water standing in 
tho middle of tho roa{hi instead of their 
being properly raised iu the centre and the 
gutters clear to fun tho water off. Tho 
road repairing now was done, too, in the 
bad weather, when it coat juat double what 
it would in dry weather. H elected he 
would endeavor to act to tho beat of his 
ability. Ho would not aay much about 
light— they had so littlo of it (laughter) a 
littlo more of it would not hurt them. Ho 
must plead ignorunco tta to the exact atato 
of the water works, but no doubt consider- 
able work had to be done. He repeated his 
.Statements at the former meeting about 
desiring to do away with the Indian 
reserve and to reclaim the James Bay 
mud flats. - He would just say in conolnsion 
that on the question of salary he believed 
the laborer worthy of his hire. He would 
not canvass for votes, aa he oonaidered it an 
insult to a man to make a personal j can vnss. 
Let them try to vote for the best men, inde- 
pendent of any section. He had no axe to 
grind, but a broad axe to cover the whole 



city, and next Thursday would decide the 

matter. 

W. J. Dwyer, who spoko next, considered 
thut tho lirat duty of an alderman was to 
make himself acc|uainted with tho municipal 
act so thiit they would know exactly wliat 
their powers were. Aa to tho diviaiona of 
tho city, ho considered that was very fairly 
done now. Ai to local improvement, he 
thouglit it; might have worked iu liio case of 
soweru when ihuy were first introduced, but 
sidewalks and atreete were benelils to 
everyone in tho city, iio would like to see 
ony hy-lawa brought in early in tho aeasou, 
and ho did not believe in tho aldermen 
([uarreiiug, but held that every 
ward should have fair treatment 
by all tho membera. Aa to 
bis candidature if tho electors of the ward 
put him in the Council he would give tho 
buainoaa of tho city hia greatest attention. 
As for salaries fair wages should be paid, 
with a due regard for economy. Ho had no 
fault to find with any one, nor any quarrela 
to aottle. He would not go to tho Counoil 
for that purpose, but with the same ideaa aa 
if the city were a joint stock company. 

W. J. Ledingham, the remaining aldcr- 
manio oandidato, was uafortunately too ill 
to be present, but the notes of hia policy 
woro road for him by a friend. He advo- 
cated the settling of small account disputes 
in tho City Police court summarily to aave 
u.\peuto to tho peraons oonoerned and a a a 
source of revenue to the city. The buaincsa 
t IX and trades licences should be done away 
with &nd the taxes placed on land direct. 
The frontage tax system of local improve- 
ment should be adopted. Ho had "horpen" 
on tho local improvement syatom at all tho 
publio meetings and waa atrongly 
of opinion that the time of tho 
Counoil could bo better employed 
than by fighting over atreota and sidewalks 
and other minor umttera that would adjuat 
theniaolvea under local improvement, if it 
was thoroughly carried ont. It would Imvo 
to be adopted sooner or later if tho city 
was to progresa aa other cities. IIu con- 
demned the preaent ward syatom, but it 
could not bo abolialicd until tho city was 
prepared to carry with it tho system of ex- 
pending from thu general revenue. As Aid. 
Munn said tho other evening, lot everything 
bear its own burdens. 

Aid. Bragg, l)y i)crniiaaion ot tho chair- 
man, rose 10 explain in connection with a 
misuuderatundiiig, that at a previous meet- 
ing he had not said that tho caretaker of 
the Old Man's Home had told him no fires 
could be lit there without tho Mayor's per- 
inlsaion, but what he had said was ho had 
boon informed tho Mayor said ao. 

M lyor Beaven regretted that thero 
seemed to bo an effort on the part of Aid. 
Baker eapecially to misrepresent everything 
he said or did. Aid. Baker got up and 
talked a long rigmarole of rubbish about 
what he said Mayor Beaven said and 
thought. (Laughter.) Ho had come to 
tho conclusion that Aid. Biker had Mayor 
Beaven on the brain. (Laughter.) Ho was 
sorry he had to lose time in 
contradicting these «bsurd fictitious. Aid. 
Baker had eaid Mayor Beaven bud 
amended the Munieipal Act to impoao a 
special tax for health purpoaea. That waa 
untrue. He had, indeed, favored the inten- 
tion to secure a geneni hospital. Tbe idea 
was toaeoure tbe Jubilee, beeauee they had 
so much trouble to get a site for an isolation 
hospital. Tho rotopayera in their wisdom, 
however, had rejected it. Ho reviewed hia 
remarks obout tbo building of the iaoUtion 
hospital and claimed that it aavcd tho city 
expense and trouble last summer. Was it 
not wiser to do thia than to have tho misfor- 
tune of the year before ? Aid. Baker and 
Aid. Bragg supported thia (laughter) and 
were entitled to aa much credit 
for it as the Mayor. Yet Aid. Bragg 
had said ho did not know how the $(54,OUU 
fjf health purposca was to bo expended. 
The difference botiveen the sum that was 
raiaed and the sum that waa expended was 
lets than one mill in tho dollar and he did 
not think that uiulrr tho circumstanccp it 
waa neojasary to levy another rate for 
health purposes this year, To say, like 
Aid. Baker and Bragg, that tho Mayor 
levied a special rata waa absurd. If ho had 
wanted to vent his apite on Aid. Biker ho 
would aiinply prnceed against him for the 
penalty of §2,500 for every time he aat in 
the Council when he had an indirect in- 
tercat in a contract. He could ruin him, in 
fact, and prevent him from again being a 
candidate. Aa to committees, the speaker 
believed the work waa dose more eflSoi- 
ently by amall committees. He wanted to 
know bow had the North ward been tieatrd 
dilFerently from the reat of tho city with hia 
consent'; It waa the general impresaioii 
throughout the city that certain of tho 
aldermen had tried to set one part of the 
Council against the other. 

Aid. Bragg— No, 

Ma^or Lloaven— Well, that ia llio general 
impression. Hmv could they become a city 
if they weru (luarreliiig and fi<niabb'ilig 
among themaelvea. (Hear, hear.) It could 
not bo said that he began thia discuasion, 
but ho had to contradict such statements 
when they were made. Until ho h»d 
stopped Aid. Baker from selling brioka to a 
contractor Aid. Baker had nothing against 
Mayor Beaven. 

A Voice — Dill you atop him? 

.Mayor Boiveu — It was through tho action 
I took that he was stopped, 

Ho proceeded to review tbo story af the 
surface drains contracts. Tho tenders had 
been passed to the city engineer to check 
the Sgnrea. Some alderman may have seen 
them at tho time and that waa why he had 
told the engineer it waa a mistake to allow 
anyone outside hia department to see them. 
That was what Aid. Baker called a cenauro 
of tho engineer. 

It wat because he put the "kibosh" on the 
idea of giving the contract to H. H. Mc- 
Donald, who waa to buy the brick from 
Aid. Baker, that caused all tho trouble. 
(Laughter.) Passing on to other mattera, 
I ho Mayor remarked that what ho had 
promised lust year with respect to this part 
of tho city had been done. (No, no.) Ho 
consiiloreil they had. Now therewas the elec- 
tric light. Jt waa true they dul not have it 
yet. (Laughter.) Well, these things could 
not bo done in a day. They certainly had 
poles erected. (Laughter.) Tho lamps 
were aide-tracked somewhoro on tho 
railway. Then hydrants had been put 
in for lire protection. As to the 
atreetSi^lhu system followed might not bo 
tho beat, but aa for streeta and bridges some 
$11), 01)0 had bsen spent in the city. 

A voiee — (How much in Victoria West.) 

Well, he was not tho City Engineer and 
could not aay. 

Mr. Teague upon being colled upon 
thought they should have a new deal al- 
tog-thor (applause). He wished tho rate 
payers to underataud that every one of tho 
Council should act for tho city aa a whole. 
Aa for tho romarka passed to-night they 
did not demand especial consideration and 
he would not trouble with them. As to the 
borrowing of money for large works, he 
thought it the duty of the Council to take 
counsel with tho citizens more frequently in 
public meeting und that would put a stop to 
lots of wrangling (applause). Ho felt that 
as to local improvement the oity on 
a whole sfaould pay for the main 
trunk sewers; the branches should 
bo borne by tho property ' bonofitod. 
Ho favored extending the seworago system. 
He thought this part of the oity had never 
been planned out for sewerage. . This 
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should be done, and what aewera were put 
down should be a part of tho general system 
and not have to bo torn up at a future time. 
Every effort should bo mado to secure the 
Indian rcaeri^e property for the city. (Hear, 
hear.) Their members should go back to 
Ottawa with tho intention of making tho 
Government aottle tho rjueation. (Applause. ) 
Aa to a tranacontiucutttl railway, if they 
did not get one hero they had better sell out 
and leave. (Hear, hoar.) Wo had to have 
a railway coming in here and con- 
necting with other parta of tho world. 
(Hoar, hear.) He was prepared to give 
a reaaonablo bonus to bring a railway in. 
Then they could all take out their pencils 
and multiply tho value of their property 
by three or four, and thero would not be 
any more troubles about ta.xes cither. 
They had heard to-night about tho Old 
Man's Home. He hadn't heard anything 
about an Old Woman's Home. That w.is a 
matter that was required here, and he 
would do what he could to bring this mat- 
tor up if elected. (Applause) 

J. Ruaaell took from tho result cf the 
adoption of the report that they had deter- 
mined to pull for Aid. Baker, Bragg 
and Ledingham. Well, after they had 
elected them, where were they going to bo 
if not where they were laat year ? He 
criticised the Council's dilitory actions last 
year and accused the Mayor of running 
matters to suit himself. 

Beaumont Boggs in a few words strongly 
supported Mr. Ledingham as a representa- 
tive of Victoria Weat which should have a 
voice in tho Council. (Applause.) 

The meeting adjourned at 11 o'clock. 

HAWAII DISCUSSED. 

What Meiubers of Coiigrpss Have to Say— A 
I British Precedent— Kiainlnatlon of 
U. S. Naval OfHcers. 

Wa.shinotov, Jan.. 9. — Almost without 
exception the Homocratio senators refused 
to talk for publication concerning tho news 
of tho latoat devolopmeuta in Hawaii. 
Although some of them discuss tho matter 
private, tho noH's has cauecd 
them to express themselves privately 
perhaps more freely than heretofore, 
and all their expressions are based 
upon the supposition that the news ia 
authentic. Republicans naturally are freer 
to criticize the policy of the administration. 
Mr. Perkins (Republican, California) said : 
"If I were I'reaident Dole I would give Mr. 
Willis hia posaport and send him homo. 
During the previous adininiatration of Mr. 
Cleveland ho sent Sackville West homo for 
writing a letter on political economy to a 
private citizen, and I believe Mr. Dole 
would have a good precedent for his action 
if ho were to givo Mr. Willis his passport 
and ask him to go home," " If tho news bo 
true," said Mr. I'ell'er (Populist) "its an 
outrage. If troops have been landed, bo 
they American, Engliah or any other kind, 
they should bo expelled." 

Tho Senate foreign relations committee 
to-day in continuance of the inveatigation of 
Hawaiian relations, examined three naval 
ollicera who were at Honolulu during tho 
revolution in charge of tho U. S. naval 
forces and after describing tho move- 
ments of tho troops thoy denied 
any knowledge of conspiracy by which 
these troops were to bo used to aubvert tho 
monarchy. " Minister Willia aeema to be 
proceeding aa far aa he can do so," said 
Representative Booker, of Miaaisaippi, a 
member of the committee un foreign aflairs, 
to-day, *' to restore the status at Honolulu, 
which was disturbed laat year by Minister 
Stevens. He is evidently following tho 
precedent of 1845, I think it WBB Lord 
Paulbt, captain commanding the British 
ship, who hauled down the Hawaiian flag 
and ran up the British standard. When the 
commodore of the atation reached' the 
iaianda, ho restored the Hawaiian flag to ita 
nlaco and compelled Captain Lord Paulet to 
salute it."
